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Thieu Rips U.S.; W on’t Send Paris Team 


SAIGON (AP) — President 
Nguy en Van Thieu, who only a 
day ago reluctantly approved 
the 
U.S. 
bombing halt over 
North Vietnam, today showed 
his independence of Washington 
by say ing he will not send a 
South Vietnamese delegation to 
the Paris peace talk s nex t week . 
He told a cheering Congress 
his government 
would 
never 
agree to bargain with the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front, the po­ 
litical arm of the Viet Cong. 
The United States had hoped 
for four-way talk s 
beginning 
nex t Wednesday , with Saigon, 


Washington, Hanoi and the NLF 
represented. 
To 
accomplish 
this, President Johnson called a 
complete cessation of bombing 
over North Vietnam beginning 
at 8 a.m. EST Friday . 
In a deeply emotional speech, 
Thieu made it clear the Saigon 
government would send a nego­ 
tiating team to P ads only when 
it was assured of direct, serious 
talk s with Hanoi. 
“I will never accept to lead 
the country into a venture that 
would turn me into a traitor,” 
he said, adding that to accept 
the NLF as a separate entity in 


Paris would establish a prece­ 
dent for the possible formation 
of a coalition government in 
South Vietnam. 
As Thieu made his speech, a 
broadcast from Radio Hanoi as­ 
serted the United States was 
forced to call a bombing halt 
‘‘because it was facing great de­ 
feats in Vietnam and increasing 
pressure 
and 
condemnation 
from the peoples throughout the 
world.” 
It added that because North 
Vietnam had agreed to sit with 
South Vietnam in Paris- this 
“does not mean that the Demo­ 


cratic Republic of Vietnam re­ 
cognizes the puppet South Viet­ 
namese government.” 
The Tex as White House and 
the State Department declined 
comment on Thieu’s refusal to 
send 
representatives to t h e 
peace 
talk s. 
Other 
officials 
speculated that Saigon eventual­ 
ly will come around and send a 
negotiating team. 
In listing his fears and objec­ 
tions to four-way talk s, Thieu 
said: “Hanoi has y et to show 
any act of de-escalation tat the 
war. But Hanoi is alway s stub­ 
born and insists on having talk s 


with the United States in its at­ 
tempt to separate the war in the 
North from the war in the 
South, to pose as victims of the 
U.S. 
bombing to camouflage 
their flagrant aggressive acts in 
the South.” 
North Vietnam, which had 
agreed to the four-way Paris 
talk s Friday , 
said 
the 
war 
would continue “ as long as the 
United States still invades all 
Vietnam,” meaning both North 
and South Vietnam. 
But the Radio Hanoi broad­ 
cast added: ‘‘Now that the Unit­ 
ed States has halted the bomb­ 


ing the government of the Dem­ 
ocratic Republic of Vietnam will 
discuss with the United States 
other problems of interest to 
both sides to seek a political set­ 
tlement of the Vietnam prob­ 
lem .” 
As U.S. fighter-bombers flew 
their last raids over North Viet­ 
nam before the deadline Friday , 
the U.S. Command announced a 
Marine F4 Phantom jet was 
downed by enemy groundfire 
seven miles uorth of Gio Linh. It 
was the 9 15th American plane 
reported lost over the North. 
• Today America's air effort 


shifted to Laos, where Air Force 
jets 
raided 
enemy 
columns 
moving down the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail into South Vietnam. 
“I would say it’s just sort of 
reshuffling the cards a bit,” 
said one source. 
Air Force bombers have been 
attack ing 
North 
Vietnamese 
troop and supply columns mov­ 
ing through Laos since 1964. 
Now the Air Force will have 
available about 300 additional 
warplanes. 
The U.S. TÜi Fleet was or­ 
dered to move south of the DMZ 
and it was presumed that the 


200 warplanes fly ing off the 
fleet’s three carriers would be 
used to support ground troops m 
the South. The carriers Intrepid, 
Coral 
Sea 
and 
Constellation 
steamed 
south 
shortly 
after 
Navy jets flew their last mis­ 
sions over the North at 6:30 
p.m. Friday . 
Elsewhere across South Viet­ 
nam several sharp clashes were 
reported Friday . U.S. Marines 
k illed 33 North Vietnamese sol­ 
diers in 
three 
engagements 
south of Da Nang, American 
spok esmen 
said. 
U.S. losses 
were seven k illed and 28 wound­ 
ed.

Nix on has stopped referring to 
Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey 
as merely ‘‘the other fellow” 
and has tak en to slugging hard 
at Humphrey . 
This direct approach by Nix on 
has been welcomed by the Dem­ 
ocrats as indicating they were 
getting under the political sk in 
of an opponent they had all but 
despaired 
of 
bringing 
down 
from the high level clouds of 
campaigning. They are answer­ 
ing in k ind. 
There could be argument over 
who started R, but Humphrey ’s 
designation of Nix on as ‘‘Rich­ 
ard the chick en-hearted” for his 
GOP opponent’s alleged failure 
to grapple with the issues trig­ 
gered some sharp responses. 
Nix on accused Humphrey of 
“ adult delinq uency ” and of “ sit­ 
ting on his hands and watching 
the United States become a na­ 
tion where 50 per cent of the 
women are frightened to walk 
within a mile of their homes at 
night.” 
He said Humphrey had “ a 
lack adaisical, 
do-nothing 
ap­ 
proach to law and 
o r d e r.”

Gunnar V. Jarring. 
Israeli Ambassador Yosef Te- 


k oah said an Israeli commando 
unit blew up two Nile bridges 
and a power station to remind 
Egy pt “that the aggressor is not 
bey ond reach.” He said Israel 
acted because Egy pt had initiat­ 
ed the ex change of fire along 
the Suez Canal 
Saturday 
in 
which the Israeli soldiers were 
k illed and wounded. 
Wiggins c r i t i c i z e d both 
Egy pt’s argument that it has a 
right to practice “preventive de­ 
fense” arid Israel’s contention 
that it is entitled to “reprisal.”

Czechoslovak -Soviet 
Friendship Railv nex t Thurs­ 
day . If one is held, it threatens 
to be an unfriendly affair. 
Czechoslovak party headq uar­ 
ters* and newspapers in Prague 
have received hundreds of let­ 
ters and resolutions from facto­ 
ries and labor unions demand­ 
ing that the Old Guards be 
curbed and their friendship ral­ 
ly banned. 
The Old Guards include a 
mix ture of Stalinists, supporters 
of ousted President Antonin No­ 
votny and party functionaries 
threatened with early retire­ 
ment by the reforms of Commu­ 
nist party chief Alex ander Dub- 
cek . They started holding gath­ 
erings with Soviet occupation of­ 
ficers nearly a month ago and 
are. pressing for the Soviet- 
Czechoslovak Friendship Rally 
in Prague’s old town sq uare on 
the 51st anniversary of the Bol­ 
shevik Revolution. 
For the past 20 y ears, Oct. 7 
to Nov. 7 has been officially pro­ 
claimed 
Soviet-Czechoslovak 
Friendship Month. But the Au­ 
gust invasion by Soviet-led War­ 
saw Pact troops soured that 
friendship.

Ohio Senate 
Foes Clash On

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio’s two senatorial candidates 
debated each other Friday for 
the first time since their cam ­ 
paigns began and immediately 
clashed verbally on the bomb­ 
ing halt. 
State Atty . Gen. William B. 
Sax be, a Republican, saw poli­ 
tical overtones 
in 
President 
Johnson’s 
action 
announced 
Thursday . 
“ The bombing halt today is 
the ninth one,” he said. “Usual­ 
ly they have been for Chinese 
New Year, but this one is for 
the election.” 
Sax be’s Democratic opponent 
John J. Gilligan, said he be­ 
lieved the President’s order to 
halt the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam “is a step in the direction 
of peace.” 
Gilligan said he had advoca­ 
ted a bombing halt for sometime 
adding: “Now may be we can 
look forward to the day when 
the bloodshed will end.” 
The Republican said tiiat if 
one American life is lost as a 
result of the President’s action 
“ R is one of the most calloused 
things that has happened in 
American politics.” 
About 7 00 persons heard the 
debate at a City Club luncheon 
in a downtown hotel. 
Both candidates agreed that 
positive effort on the part of 
concerned Americans is needed 
to 
bring together a divided 
society . 


lined the sidewalk s of West 
Madison Street as Humphrey 
drove to the Chicago Stadium in 
a limousine designed for Pope 
Paul VI when he visited the 
United » States. 
At the stadium, where admis­ 
sion was by tick et only , about 
1 5,000 persons heard Humphrey 
criticize his Republican oppo­ 
nent, Richard M. Nix on, and 
proclaim a new unity for the 
Democratic party . 
The crowd shouted “We want 
Humphrey !” and drowned out 
the small number of heck lers 
who were in the balcony . 
As the rally , which was tele­ 
vised statewide in Illinois, came 
to an end, the band play ed “The 
Minnesota Rouser” and thou­ 
sands of balloons were loosed 
from their cages in the rafters 
to float down 
on the y elling 
Democrats. 
In his speech, Humphrey said, 
“Tonight I am happy to report 
that our party is united, tiiat 
those brave men who led dissent 
last spring have made their 
mark on policy ; that they have 
helped the search for peace; 
that they are coming home; and 
that justice once more is the 
cause that binds us.” 
“Our President on Thursday 
took a wise, a courageous, and a 
firm step toward ending the 
cruel war in Vietnam,” he add­ 
ed. “It was a step that a united 
Democratic party can support, 
a step that all Americans who 
love peace will support, because 
we are, most of all, a peaceful 
people.”

Arkansas

LITTLE ROCK, Ark . (AP) — 
Faced with charges of financial 
irresponsibility , poor person ad­ 
ministration and advocating let­ 
ting teenagers drink , Winthrop 
Rock efeller is seek ing to ex tend 
Republican control of the Ar­ 
k ansas governor’s chair for an­ 
other term. 
Rock efeller, y ounger brother 
of New York Gov. Nelson Rock ­ 
efeller, became Ark ansas’ first 
GOP 
governor 
since 
Recon­ 
struction when he won in 1 966. 
He is opposed by Marion H. 
Crank , a veteran Democratic 
state legislator who, in mak ing 
his first statewide race, charges 
that Rock efeller is a “ Jet Set” 
governor who doesn’t k now the 
needs of the people. 
Rock efeller, 
a 
multimillion­ 
aire, argues that he has not had 
time in just two y ears in office 
to put through all of his pro­ 
grams, although he claims cred­ 
it for helping obtain the state’s 
first meaningful minimum wage 
law. He also tak es bows for 
prison reform, governmental re­ 
organization and a crack down 
on gambling. 
Crank , former speak er of the 
Ark ansas House, say s Rock efel­ 
ler’s program has put the state 
into its worst financial position 
by sq uandering $4 4 million. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The 
United States evidently intends 
to mak e a major effort in the 
new phase of the Paris peace 
talk s to get an agreement with 
Hanoi on withdrawal of all for­ 
eign forces from South Vietnam. 
Such action “ is utterly simple 
and it is a very q uick road to 
peace,” Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said at a Friday news 
conference. 
On the troop issue, Rusk said 
that 7 5 per cent of the enemy 
forces in South Vietnam are 
from the North. 
“These armed forces of North 
Vietnam that have been thrown 
into South Vietnam and Laos 
must get out of these countries 
if there is to be peace,” he said 
“They ought to leave the people 
in Cambodia alone. They ought 
to stop sending guerrillas into 
Thailand. 
“This is so simple and d ea r 
that o ne is astonished some­ 
times to find that it is not gener­ 
ally tak en for granted, because 
that is a basis on which there 
could be peace in Southeast 
Asia.” 
He said he ex pected that the 
forthcoming negotiations, how­ 
ever, would not tak e up the 
broad issue of peace in South­ 
east Asia as one pack age but 
would tack le the problem “ one 
bit at a time.” 
Specifically , he declared that 
“ we are going to talk to Hanoi 
about 
that 
problem” 
of 
its 
troops in South Vietnam. 
Ask ed whether he thought a 
compromise 
settlement 
for 
South Vietnam would be possi­ 
ble, he said “ one compromise 
would be for them to tak e their 
troops home” and for the U.S. 
and its allies to withdraw their 
troops as they have already de-

EVERETT Beers, Republican 
candidate, emphasizes planning 
for the county and the need to

Beers pointed out that the

that Frank lin County has moved 
into

To prevent Pick away County 
from becoming an ugly annex

stated. The candidate said that 
the county is rapidly moving 
from a rural to a suburban 
community .

Thieu Rips U.S.; W on’t Send Paris Team 


SAIGON (AP) — President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, who only a 
day ago reluctantly approved 
the 
U.S. 
bombing halt over 
North Vietnam, today showed 
his independence of Washington 
by saying he will not send a 
South Vietnamese delegation to 
the Paris peace talks next week. 
He told a cheering Congress 
his government 
would 
never 
agree to bargain with the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front, the po­ 
litical arm of the Viet Cong. 
The United States had hoped 
for four-way talks 
beginning 
next Wednesday, with Saigon, 


Washington, Hanoi and the NLF 
represented. 
To 
accomplish 
this, President Johnson called a 
complete cessation of bombing 
over North Vietnam beginning 
at 8 a.m. EST Friday. 
In a deeply emotional speech, 
Thieu made it clear the Saigon 
government would send a nego­ 
tiating team to Paris only when 
it was assured of direct, serious 
talks with Hanoi. 
“I will never accept to lead 
the country into a venture that 
would turn me into a traitor,” 
he said, adding that to accept 
the NLF as a separate entity iii 


Paris would establish a prece­ 
dent for the possible formation 
of a coalition government in 
South Vietnam. 
As Thieu made his speech, a 
broadcast from Radio Hanoi as­ 
serted the United States was 
forced to call a bombing halt 
“because it was facing great de­ 
feats in Vietnam and increasing 
pressure 
and 
condemnation 
from the peoples throughout the 
world.” 
It added that because North 
Vietnam had agreed to sit with 
South Vietnam in Paris this 
“does not mean that the Demo­ 


cratic Republic of Vietnam re­ 
cognizes the puppet South Viet­ 
namese government.” 
The Texas White House and 
the State Department declined 
comment on Thieu’s refusal to 
send 
representatives 
to t h e 
peace 
talks. 
Other 
officials 
speculated that Saigon eventual­ 
ly will come around and send a 
negotiating team. 
In listing his fears and objec­ 
tions to four-way talks, Thieu 
said: “Hanoi has yet to show 
any act of de-escalation kl the 
war. But Hanoi is always stub­ 
born and insists on having talks 


with the United States in its at­ 
tempt to separate the war in the 
North from the war in the 
South, to pose as victims of the 
U.S. 
bombing to camouflage 
their flagrant aggressive acts in 
the South.” 
North Vietnam, which had 
agreed to the four-way Paris 
talks Friday, 
said 
the 
w ar 
would continue “ as long as the 
United States still invades all 
Vietnam,” meaning both North 
and South Vietnam. 
But the Radio Hanoi broad­ 
cast added: “Now that the Unit­ 
ed States has halted the bomb­ 


ing the government of the Dem­ 
ocratic Republic of Vietnam will 
discuss with the United States 
other problems of interest to 
both sides to seek a political set­ 
tlement of the Vietnam prob­ 
lem .”

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— T he 
United States evidently intends 
to make a major effort in the 
new phase of the Paris peace 
talks to get an agreement with 
Hanoi on withdrawal of all for­ 
eign forces from South Vietnam. 
Such action “ is utterly simple 
and It is a very quick road to 
peace,” Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said at a Friday news 
conference. 
On the troop issue, Rusk said 
that 75 per cent of the enemy 
forces in South Vietnam are 
from the North. 
“ These armed forces of North 
Vietnam that have been thrown 
into South Vietnam and Laos 
must get out of these countries 
if there is to be peace,” he said 
“They ought to leave the people 
in Cambodia alone. They ought 
to stop sending guerrillas into 
Thailand. 
“This is so simple and clear 
that one is astonished some­ 
times to find that it is not gener­ 
ally taken for granted, because 
that is a basis on which there 
could be peace in Southeast 
Asia.” 
He said he expected that the 
forthcoming negotiations, how­ 
ever, would not take up the 
broad issue of peace in South- 
j east Asia as one package but 
would tackle the problem “ one 
bit at a time.”

M o st Likely 
Phantom Jet

Whatever caused a rash of 
earth - tremor reports across a 
wide swath of Michigan and 
neighboring Canada remains un­ 
certain.

Town On Utah - Nevada Border Half Quiet, Half Roaring

WENDOVER, Utah (AP) — 
Wendover, age 61, is a strange 
l i t t l e community—population 
750—with a strange history. And 
it sits on the edge of some of the 
strangest 
countryside 
in 
the 
world, a sheet of snowy-white 
salt. 
Split down the middle by the 
Utah-Nevadft line, half the town 
observes the conservative law s 
inspired 
by 
U tah’s 
Mormon 
Church. The other half is an 
around-the-clock m iniature Las 
Vegas, 
replete 
with 
flashing 
neon, gambling, liquor and go­ 
go girls. 
One of the two casinos on the 


a hundred miles. Another sign j 
says “ Where the West Begins” ! 
—a roadside refrain found at 
dozens of towns from the M issis-1 
Sippi to the Pacific. 
Most of W endover’s residents 
are salt m iners, railroaders, or 
employes of one of the casinos, 
two hotels, seven motels, four 
restaurants, 13 .service stations 
and two garages.

Wendover 
is 
an 
abandoned airfield, where, 23 
years ago, a solemn group of 
Army 
Air 
Force 
volunteers 
practiced again and again the 
atomic bomb missions that de­ 
stroyed Hiroshima and N aga­ 
saki, and brought an end to 


World War II. 
More than 17,000 men once 
were stationed at the base. 
Within an airhorn blast of the 
trucks that roar down U.S. 40 
through 
Wendover 
are 
the 
Bonneville Salt Flats, 
a 200- 
square-mile section where tile 
salt is at its purest and lies per­ 
fe c to level 
I fs the world’s best racing 
surface. 
Late 
each 
sum m er, 
men with sleek, high-powered 
m achines and a platoon of m e­ 
chanics put up at Wendover for 
a few days of speed on wheels. 
The story of the salt is the sto­ 
ry of Wendover. It .begins m il­ 
lions of years ago, when the en­ 


tire West, from California to the 
Rockies, was undersea. 
Limestone beds of the sea 
floor were faulted and cracked, 
producing mountains and val­ 
leys.

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provide w ater and service for 
the steam engines, the railroad 
built Wendover, in 1907. W ater 
was piped by gravity from a 
spring on Pilot Peak. 
About IOO rail workers lived in 
Wendover for nearly a half-cen­ 
tury. The town and its water 
yielded to the diesel, and the 
railroad work force was cut to 
25. 
While fast transportation had 
finally conquered the flats, fast 
communication 
had 
not—until 
the first coast-to-coast telephone 
line was joined at Wendover on 
July 28. 1914. 
Twenty-eight years later, the 
first transcontinental all-weath­ 


er buried cable was completed 
at Wendover. 
W endover lives on one indus­ 
try besides racing, and it too de­ 
pends on the salt. The Kaiser 
Aluminum Co., with a system 
both im aginative and ridiculous­ 
ly simple, sends trainloads of 
potash fertilizer from Wendover 
each year. 
A ditch 54 miles long, cut into 
the salt in a centrifugal pattern, 
collects brine and em pties it 
into evaporating ponds. The liq 
uid contains potassium chloride, 
easily milled into potash. 
“ The potash plant has taken 
up the slack tor the railroad,’’ 
says Mayor John Susich, 52. op­ 
erator of the Western Motel and

the Soviet Union and to U.N.

Wallace speaks at a rally at 
the City Hall in Joplin, a lead- 
mining community at the south­ 
western tip of Missouri. 
In Chicago Friday night, the 
third-party 
candidate 
drew 
10,000 supporters, who applaud­ 
ed wildly at the International 
Amphitheatre, where Vice Pres­ 
ident Hubert H. Humphrey re­ 
ceived the Democratic nomina­ 
tion in August. 
Only about 200 ineffective 
hecklers appeared to receive 
Wallace’s practiced barbs. 


“You had better have your 
day now,” he told them, “be­ 
cause after 
Nov. 
5 
you’re 
through in this country.” 
A brief clash between tile 
young hecklers 
and 
Wallace 
supporters broke out in the up­ 
per balcony shortly after tile 
anti-Wallace crowd cheered dur­ 
ing the invocation. Police sepa­ 
rated the fist swingers, closed 
off tile corridors and restored 
order. 
Wallace had the crowd on its 
feet repatedly with his prom­ 
ises to end federal support of 
busing school children, repeal 
open-housing legislation and end 
the Vietnam war militarily. 
His 
most 
enthusiastic 
ap­ 
plause came when he said that, 
if elected president, he would 
give his moral support to the 
Chicago police. The crowd res­ 
ponded with a foot-stomping 
ovation. 
Wallace was unaware that his 
running mate, Curtis E. LeMay, 
had been fired from his $50,000- 
a-year job as chairman of Net­ 
work Electronics Corp.

ANDALUSIA, Ala. (AP) — 
Two physicians doing research 
'brough a private foundation 
here say a 25-year-old drug may 
be the key to the treatment and 
cure of hardening of the arter­ 
ies. 
Dr. Ray Evers and Dr. Paul 
Williamson said Friday in inter­ 
views they have been treating 
some 200 patients with the drug 
disodium edetate since March, 
for 
localized 
arteriosclerosis, 
and that results have been 90 
per cent favorable. 
In fact, “we believe hardening 
of the arteries should be a thing 
of the past within five years,” 
Dr. Williamson said.
